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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 14-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-8 and 14-18, the prior art, as best exemplified by US 6,206,580 to 
Nagaoka et al, taken individually or in combination with the prior art in general, fails to disclose 
or render obvious the feature of a closure cap formed with an opening for latching onto a 
conductor cable, the opening in the form of a slot, when taken in light of the entire claim 
limitations as a whole.
